II. Claims 114-134, 136-144, drawn to method of inducing an immune 
response using an antibody, classified in class 424, subclass 130.1. 
Claims 1 14-134 and 136-144 will be examined in the extent that they read 
on Claim 114. 



III. Claims 145, 147, 149-169, drawn to non-radiolabeled binding agent, 
classified in class 435, subclass 183+. Claims 147 and 149-169 will be 
examined in the extent that they read on Claim 145. 



IV. Claims 146, 148-159, 161-166, 168-169, drawn to antibody, classified in 
class 530, subclass 387.1. .Claims 148-159, 161-166, and 168-169 will be 
examined in the extent that they read on Claim 146. 
1 . The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions use reagents, have different modes of operation 
and have different effects. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions are structurally different, use different reagents, 
have different modes of operation and have different effects. 

Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the antibody from 
Invention III can be used to purify protein in an affinity column and not necessarily used 
to induce an immune response of Invention I. 

Inventions IV and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case non-radiolabeled 
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binding agent of Invention IV can be used to as a diagnostic tool to detect other proteins 
with which it can bind and not necessarily used to induce an immune response of 
Invention II. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
